1* BORSOD Chemical Combing at IG^ZffTCBARCIKa 

This combine began world ng in Autumn 1954* hub stopped 
production six months later. IPAETERV, a Hungarian concern 
specialising in industrial design, was engaged on designing 
new buildings for expansion in October 1956 although the 
combine was still at a standstill,, Originally, the combine was 
built by convict labour and the quality of construction proved 
to be of the lowest. 

2 . TISZA Bank Chem ica l Works at SZ0LN0K 

The department of 1PARTERV which deals with the 
building of chemical plants, has not been engaged on any new 
projects for this factory. 

3. Ammonia Factory North-east of SZ0LN0K 

Designs and preliminary plans for a new plant at this 
location were prepared by IPARTEHV and submitted at the end 
of September 1956* These included: - 

(a) iWhltrok of buildings known as AI/MONLZALO. 

(b) A block of buildings known as NITRALO t 

(c) A repair shop 36 x 66 m. with two 15-ton cranes. 

(a) An office building of 50,000 cu. m, on 13 floors;

1. The Aluminium Foundry at the MANFRED WEISS Works on 
OSEPEL Island in BUDAPEST was mainly engaged in the production 
of aluminium castings and bars, which were supplied to the 
GANZ Locomotive Factor; , the OSEPEL Lorry Factory and the 
MANFRED WEISS Motor-cycle Factory, 

2, In general the factory only manufactured semi-finished 
products though there was one instance when tank gear-box 

jjasiogs were produced to the original Russian specification* 

3* The total output of aluminium products wa 3 about 150 
tons per month, though the full capacity of the plant is 
estimated to bo about 200 tons per month.

The production has been limited by the shortage ox steel 
which at first was brought from Yugoslavia and later fro: 1 the U, S.S.ii* 

In 1953 output of all products was estimated at 30 tons per day, and in 
1956 the output of all products was estimated at between 120 and 150 tons 
per day. There are within the combine oxygen, machine tool and 
furnace brick factories also* 


2 # 1 There are 5 ,000 working in the factory* There is a labour 

force for building of 15,000 in addition to this, work vas done in 
three shifts of 8 hours for six days a week. The city of ST/iLDJV/JiOS 
was laid cut to house 30,000 people*
